Wane ee the inte students were 
enrolled in September, 1997, the 
SE Academy, operated by the 

Beach County Sheriff's

and instruction, for 
at risk students in Palm Beach 
County. 


“It isa voluntary pi program. We 
don't take kids who don't want to 
come. If they don't want to be 
here, they'll never go through the 
rigors of the program,” said 
Superintendent Paul Miles. This, 
and the fact that hone of the stu- 
dents have been adjudicated of a 
felony, is what makes the Eagle 
Academy an academy, rather than 
a “boot camp” “Ips nota boot 
camp. It's a military style academy 
very mich like West Point or the 
other service academies,” he said. 
“In the three years the,school has 
been open, there's not been a real 
common denominator. They 
come from all socioeconomic 
backgrounds, from all areas of the 
SAA Superintendent Miles 


ically, the kids are lacking 

something in their education that 
they want assistance with. They're 
falling below their *educational 
level, in danger of quit 
put out. They may hay kwa kukama line 
problems, truancy. A lot otk kids 
realize they're not in the grade 
they should be in and they need to 
Kes) it together to get through high 
school, They want to come to a 
place that restructures their life.” 

Academy nurse Grace\Childs 
said many of the recruits come 
from chaotic families, single par- 
ent homes or families in which the 
parent has had multiple partners, 
through divorce and remarriage. 
“Typically they're lacking some- 
thing in their education through 
their own fault—not going to 
school, not doing their home 
work. Often, however, the prob- 
lem in school revolves around a 
whole lot of othér things, prob- 
lems at home, problems on the 
street. “ Ms. Childs said. “While 
they're here, we often uncover 
family issues. The mandatory 
Wednesday night\sessions help 
families learn new ques that 
will help them once their children 
come back.” she added. “If you 
ask the parents themselves, the 
single most common factor is 
inconsistency.”

a regimented daily routine; clear 
rules of conduct and an emphasis 
on military bearing and discipline. 

The day to day schedule is vefy 
similar to “basic. training.”

inner is Served at 4 p.m., and is 
followed by more drilling or run- 
ning the obstacle course or partic- 
pating in some other outdoor 
activity, such as tug-of-war until 
dark. The flag ts taken down, and 
recruits return to the barracks for 
showers, letter writing or phone 
calls home. 

“It's very much like the military 
and half our staff are former 
members of different branches of 
the military,” he said. In addition 
to the drill instructors, all certified 
Palin’ Beach County Sheriff's 
Deputies. the academy is staffed 
by case Hts ba licensed clini- 
cal Social workers and a resident 
nurse. S 

The program is ‘staffed 24 
hours a day, seven days a week. 
Four teams, comprised of an 
assistant superintendent, a senior 
drill instructor, four drill instruc- 
tors, two ofWwhom are female, 
work two 12-hour shifts each day. 
The student to staff ratio is two to 
‘one, and drill instructors are with 
the recruits the entire day.

Superintendent Miles said.

“A few just don't want to, do it, 


and they quit: Some refuse our - 


help and we go through the school 
system and expel them,” 
Superintendent Miles said. “We 
have some kids who ask why they 
have to do certain things, and 
there's some horseplay from time 
to time. They're kids. Some kids it 
takes us two months to learn their 
name, some, you learn their name 
as Soon as they get off the bus,” 

This year, for the first time, ten 
girls were enrolled in the pro- 
gram, along with 55 male recruits 
and 13 returning Cadets. 

They have their own barracks, 
their own uniforms (purple, black 
and grey versus the blue and pe 
worn by the males) and will be 
separated from their male coun- 
terparts 95 percent of the ime— 
attending separate classes, seper- 
ale physical training courses and 
Separate dining assignements in 
the chow hall, Superintendent 
Miles said. 

“They may be together for spe- 
cial events, like visits from guest 
speakers, But for the most part 
they'll be separate. We think this is 
the best learning environment for 
both of them. We want them to get 
their own lives together Before 
they have to worry about other 
issues,” Superintendent Miles 
said. Ñ t 

Every 30 days, the recruit, his 
parent, a drill instructor, teacher 
and case manager meet for a 
treatment team. Goals are set by 
the treatment team, and the 
recruits progress through the 
program is measured by ribbons 
earned for community service, 
first aid, academics and other 
achievements. The number of rib- 
bons earned, determine the rate 
of progres through the pr k 
and each thirty t as ane 
accomplished, the students earn 
the right to wear a different col- 
ored hat—which allows staff to tell 
at a glance who has passed his or 
her treatment team and who has 
not.

“We just started a reserve 
program, that allows graduates to 
come in one weekend a’month— 
they're living at home, go! 
school, ut they don't want to ‘tae 
their affiliation with the pr 


or the mentorship of the drili 


instructors.” 

‘The brain child of Sheriff Bob 
Neumann, the pri was creat- 
ed by the sheriff's office, with 
cooperation frem the Palm Beach 
County Scheol District, because 
law enforcement officers recog- 
nize that juveniles who are not in 
school, that are not taught to be 
productive, often end up in the 
system, Superitendént Miles said. 

On the academic side, the pro- 
gram is staffed by four Palm 
Beach County teachers, Classes 
are Small, the academic program 
ís more structured than 15 typical 
inari high school, añd after- 
school programs such as comput- 
er courses are offered. Drill 
instructors serve as tutors, help- 
ing recruits further their academ- 
ic and social skills, 

Superintendent Miles said he ts 
pleasantly surprised by the num- 
ber of teens who yolunter for the 
program, which always has a walt- 
ing list. Students are recruited 
through school guidance offices, 
or may be referred by area police 
departments or sheriff's offices, 
although “word of mouth” is the 
most common type of referral. 
The academy is open to students 
who are Palm Beach County resi- 
dents, ages 13-16, who have not 
been adjucated of any felony. 

“Kids learn up front what's 
expected of them. There are no 
tricks. Everything they get here; 
they earn, whether it's a phone 
call, a trip home or a ribbon,” he 
continued. Misconduct earns 
push ups, essays, letters of apolo- 
gy or other sanctions as deter- 
mined by the drill instructors and 
other staff. 

The ehrollment process is very 
rigourous. Students must write 
essays to explain why they want to 
come to the Academy. They and 
their. families “are interviewed 
extensively by staff caseworkers

and drill instructors, and parents 
must agree to participate in 
monthly “treatment teams” : and 
weekly Wednesday night sessions 
during which discipline problems 
or other behaviors are identified 
and goals set to help the recruit 
become successful. 

“From the time the kids get off 
the bus the first day, they learn a 
multitude of information fast. 
They learn how to dress, how to 
make their bunk, how to talk 
Every day it gets better as they 
learn the routine.” 

The biggest problem for the 
young recruits, the superinten- 
dent said, is homesickness. 

“When I went 10 boot camp, | 
was homesick, and I was eighteen. 


Some of these kids are thirteen 
and they've never been away from 
home before. There's’ lot of cry- 
ing.” 

Throughout the school year, 


the recruits participate in field 
trips, to Walt Disney World or a 
Miami Dolphins game, as well as 
earning the right to participate ial 
community service projects- 


annual Take Pride in 
Okeechobee clean up, the Very 
Special Arts festival and others.
